The ease and efficiency with which 
a poultry house may be cleaned de­ 
pends considerably on the construc­ 
tion of the dropping boards. If they 
a r t made In remov able « ections the 
work is much easier, writes a corre­ 
spondent in Successful Farming. 
For this type of construction, a t­ 
tach supports to the wall on which 
the dropping boarda 
e to be built. 
These should he spaced not more 
than 4’i feet apart and should ex­ 
tend into the center of the build­ 
ing about 3 4 feet. 
The dropping 
boards should be made in sections 
5 feet long and 4 feet wide so they 
are of a conv enient size to handle. 
If “eye” bolts are fastened to the

Chlorine for Poultry 
A new method of combating bron­ 
chitis, colds, roup and other respira­ 
tory d isea ses in poultry has been de­ 
v eloped by the New York State 
Veterinary college and 
the 
Slate 
institute of Applied Agriculture at 
Farmingda^e, I.ong Island, N. T. 
The method calls for the use of a 
new dry, hyochlorite powder con­ 
taining 15 per cent chlorine, which 
is dii.sred into the air ov er the birds 
with a dust gun after the birds are 
on the roosts at night. 
This per­ 
mits the birds to inhale the chlorine 
liberated from the powder, destroy­ 
ing the bacteria, drying up the se­ 
cretions a?jd helping to prev ent the 
spread of infection.

W EIG H T OF EGGS 
ECONOMIC FACTOR 


Reliable Estim ate M ay Be 
Easily O btained. 


The average weight of the eggs 
laid by a hen during the y ear is now 
considered an important economic 
factor in egg production, say s \N al­ 
laces’ Farmer, not only from the 
standpoint of the higher market 
price for large over small eggs, 
but also from the standpoint of 
egg w'eight inheritance. 
.\.^nifestly , 
weighing each egg of a hen through­ 
out the y ear is a laborious task and 
one 
that 
is 
w'holly 
out of 
the 
question for the practical poultry 
breeder. 
•\ccurding to the poultry division 
of the bureau of animal industry , 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, there are certain short cuts 
that can safely be taken in estimat­ 
ing the average weight of the eggs 
laid by a given hen in a y ear. Thus, 
Albert B. Godfrey ^ of government 
poultry investigations, say s: 
“ An approximation of the mean 
auuuaJ egg weight can be deter­ 
mined at the beginning of the pullet 
lay ing y ear from a knowledge of 
the average w’elght of the first ten 
eggs, the body w’eight at first egg, 
and the age at first egg. 
A reliable estimate of the mean 
annual egg weight of all eggs laid 
by ea« h bird can be ascertained by 
weighing the eggs laid by each bird 
the first four day s of each month. 
“ A iriofe reliable and more read- 
il.v < btained estimate of the mean 
annual egg weight of all eggs laid 
by each bird can be ascertained by 
computing the mean weight of the 
eggs laid by each bird on any speci­ 
fied day of the week throughout the 
first laving y ear.”
